An interesting letter descriptive of 


the armored trains utilised by the Brit- 
ish in South Africa and the work' of 
the men detailed for duty iipon them 
lias been received from PerCy"W. Ti- 
nun, who, BO far as known, enjoys. the 
distinction of. being the only South Da- 
kotan who is scrying in the British ar- 
my In the land of the Boers; writes the 
Sioux Falls (S, D.) correspondent of 
the* St.. Louis Globe-Democrai.',' Voung 
Tinan, after _pjittins in a couple of 
yearn at nn~ea«tcirh npiverslty, left 
with a college chum in search' of ad- 
venture in South Africa. -He has been 
with- several/ branches, oT; the' British 
services-first with the- mounted coast' 
patrol, then with a bicycle corps doing 
scout d'utv and lastly with the armored 
train". His letter Is 1n part as follOAfs: 


"Our captain of the rrmorcd train' is 


a brick, and he doesn't seem to care 
whether we do any wortt or not. We 
ore at the time 1 write this over on the. 
east coast and only ninety miles from 
East London. First in .the:traiti. is'- 
;a 


truck, or far, containing n searchlight 
nnd Maxim gun;-- second, captain's 
truck; third, gun carriage tuuck, con-, 
taining tvro 12, -pounders;

'"There are fifty-eight men with the 
train, scattered through <=the different 
trucks. The entire train is sheeted with 
five-eighth inch armor, with* loopholes 
and- so on. The train guards the fron 
tier and is used for .general purposes 
of that nature. Most meif with armor 
ed trains Dave a bard time of 'it' They 
bare to do both night and day patrol 
duty. With the train we have a cycle 
machine for patrol and scout, duty. It 
is n four wheeled machine used on the 
track and constructed on the same 
principle as a bicycle. Great speed can 
be made with it I do most of the work 
with it 


"We were called out one night by a 


report that the Boers had rushed -a 
farmhouse about twelve miles out aud 
about a- mile from tile railway- line. 
Away we went with, our ammunition 
beside us, ready to stick a muzzle of, a 
Krag-Jorgensen through a loophole at 
the first sight of a Boer. As we drew 
near the house the train' slowed down, 
and a reconnoitering squad was sent 
out In a few minutes they, were greet- 
ed with a hail of bullets, many ipf 
which" flattened on our- train. Our 
scouting party stayed where they were 
and by skillful maneuvering .gradually 
drew back toward the train and with 
them the Boers. 
s 


"Like a flash the searchlight, was 


turned on the Boers and the house. 
Bang! went one of the 12 pounders, 
and such a scampering you never saw: 
The shell from the 12 pounder knocked 
but four men and two horses. The rest 
of them got away. As the ranch be- 
longed to a rank rebel who was sup- 
posed to be aiding the Boers on the 
quiet the major in command, who hap 
pened to be on the,traitr, gave orders to 
destroy the bouse. The searchlight 
made it a beautiful target, and the gun- 
ners with the 12 pounder soon >.knbcked 
it to kindling wood. Then we steamed 
back to town, rolled up iu our blankets 
and slept 


A few days after -the bombardment 


of the farmhouse we were -called out 
one night by the report that the Boer 
leader in' the vicinity .was making 
north for the frontier. He had been' 
having a bard time in the colony and 
decided to try and get out Away we 
went once more, and after passing 
about fifteen blockhouses with no hews 
we at last came to the bunting ground. 


In a cloudy, moonlight night we 


could sec the whiskers of tlie advance 
guard coming over the veldt: n uiilt 
away. We were lying with our armor- 
ed train in a cot out of sight 'When 
the Boers were a little lew than a mile 
of the line, each man dropped and be- 
gan to make a sneak. Orders were 
sent by phone to the blockhouses in the 
vicinity to bold fire until we.opened. 


"Finally four Boers started on a run 


for the fences. They knew that the line 
was protected by barb wire networks. 
bat I guess they did not know the 
strength of the fences. They began 
slashing and catting with their wire 
clippers and after five minutes' work 
slgnated toe command in tbe rear to 
come oo and make a dash for it- They 
came— and so did we. Oar cat was half 
a mile from toe attempted place of 
crossing. 


"Twenty men wen tent out from oar 


train nnd the nearest blockbMses to 
hold tbe pass. Imagine twenty aien at- 
tempting to bold a past against 273 
desecrate Boers caogtt like rats In a 
trap, as that is toe miaiber we after- 
ward, learned made the rash. Our uico

"My God. what a scene roflowcd! 


Oar searchlight was toned on. Toe two 
Maxims, firing between them 800 rounds 
a minute, aod one 12 pounder, dropping 
sbrapml shells with 300 ballet* in cscb, 
started in to do business. To see that 
bunch of Boers come on was soaxfthing 
grand. The first rattle of tbe Maxim* 
took tbera completely by *orprf*e and 
naturally checked them for a moment 
and tben on they came until I bey reach 
rd tbe win*.

The temperature where we now are is 
about 90 by day.

The country there 
is principally farmed by renters who 
are so oppressed by the land owners' 
that there is no chance for them to' 
make anything more than a bare lh>! 
ing. Unlike the Territory and Texas' 
where the tenant gets two-thirds of a 
the grain and three-fourths of all co 
ton raised, in that country he onl 
gets half the crop and frequently i 
required to give half the chickens an 
eggs raised on the farm. Many o 
them too, are rei|ul>ed to pay rent on 
the farm house they live in. They ar 
an industrious, economical class o 
farmers who generally work from 1 
to 16 hours each day the year 'round 
but get practically nothing for thei 
labor. If they would come to this 
country and use the same industry 
and economy they do there, in a few 
years many of them could acquire for 
tunes.

He 
made exhaustive research Into finance, 
commerce, industry and engineering, 
nnd his speech in the senate five years 
before he became king may now be 
considered as a foreshadowing of his 
own future labors.

Gooa Soil Xeeda Good Seed. 


If we wish to attain success as farm- 


<?is, we must first become acquainted 
with tbe soil and be particular ns to tbe 
kind and quality of seed we intend in 
sow. says P. J. McGlynn In Pra'rie 
farmer.

Stockton, the well known novelist and 
ihort story writer, died suddenly in 
hU city, Sunday of cerebral hemor- 
hage, and the secret of "The Lady or 
he Tiger" the solution of which has 
puzzled BO many readers for years, 
died with him. Mr. Stockton closed 
bit-home at Claymont, W. Va., which 
was erected by Bushrod Washington 
ast fall, and. has been spending the 
winter in Washington and New York. 
La»t Tuesday :he came here with hit 
wife and- her; sister, ;MIs» Bessie Tut 
lev from Atlantic City, and stopped at 
a hotel. He attended a reception giv- 
en to Alexander. Agassiz.by the meri- 
cart Scientists' Association on Wednes- 
day night, and at the close of'the re- 
ception was attacked by cerbral hem 
orrhage. At his request he was remov 
ed, as soon as his condition allowed, 
to the house, of Mr. Louis B.Finney, 
where he was the subject' Of another 
attack on Sunday, from which 
he 


died at 11 o'clock. The remains of 
Mr. Stockton will be taken to Philadel- 
phia for interment, he being a' native 
of that city.
